Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Johnson and seconded by
Council Member Jones “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.

The City Council considered a resolution approving an agreement between the City of Eau Claire
and the Eau Claire Area School District to provide instructional summer school programs in
2022-2027. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Gragert and seconded by
Council Member Beaton “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.

BUDGET ADJUSTMENT

The City Council considered a resolution authorizing appropriation adjustments to the 2022
operating budget to effectuate the temporary pay increase for Fairfax Pool and indoor aquatics
lifeguards. Thereupon a motion was offered by Council Member Miller and seconded by Council
Member Anderson “to adopt the resolution.” Said motion passed by unanimous vote.

DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENT

The City Council considered a resolution authorizing the City Manager to enter into a
Development and Use Agreement with Purple Rain Properties, LLC for business operations as a
beverage bottling facility on property in Gateway Northwest Business Park. Thereupon a motion
was offered by Council Member Berge and seconded by Council Member Christopherson “to
adopt the resolution.”
